be ſolde ( the ſeller bearing all the charges due and payable to her Maieſtte in her Cuſtome houle / alter the rate and 
pꝛice of ſixteene ꝑ cunds ſterling the Tunn and not aboue: The ber bearing all the ſaid charges, aller the pꝛice and 
rate of thirteene Pounds ſire ſhillings eig at pence ſterling the Tunne and not aboue. And eucry Pipe, Butte, 
Hogſheade, Tyerſe, Barrell, Rundlet , and other veſſels of the ſame ſcueral wines to bee ſoide in groſſe after their 
quantities accozding to the ſame rates, and not aboue. And euer Tunne of Rochel and other ſmall and thinne 
Wines to be ſolde (the ſeller bearing all the charges due and payable to her Paieſtie in her Cuſtome houſe) after the 
ice and rate offoureteene Pounds ſire ſhillings eight pence ſterling the Tunne, and not aboue: And the byer bea⸗ 
ring the ſaid charges at a xi. Pounds thirttene ſhillings foure pence ſterling the Tunne, and not aboue. And euery 
Butte, Pipe, Hogſhead, Tyerſe,Barrell, Nundlet, and other veſſelsofthe ſame ſeuerall wines to bee ſolde in groſſe af- 
ter their quantities accoꝛding to the ſame rates, and not aboue. The Qucenes molt excellent Maieſtie therefoze 
ſtraightly chargeth and commaundeth all and ſinguler her louing Subiects and others, putting any maner Gaſ- 
coigne, French, Rochell, oꝛ other ſmall oz thinne wines toſale within this her Dighneſle Realme, that they, noꝛ any 
ol them in any maner ol wiſe by any craft, couin, oꝛ pꝛiuate agreement, ſhall ſell any Gaſcoigne, French, Rochel, oz 
other ſmall oz thinne Wines, otherwiſe then is aboue limitted, vpon paine to fozfaite and pay ſuch penaltie as is cons 
teined and expꝛeſſed in the ſaid Statute, oꝛ in any other Statute made oꝛ oꝛdained foꝛ the ſame. 

And moꝛeouer her Highneſſe pleaſure and commandement is, that all and ſinguler Maiozs, Sherifies, Bailiffes, 
Conſtableg, and other officers to whom it apperteineth, that they and euery of them with diligence, cauſe and ſee that 
this her Pꝛoclamation be put in due execution after the tenour of the ſame, and alſo accozding to an other Act ofPar- 
liament eſtabliched in the Parliament aboue rehearſed, againſt ſuch as wilrefuſeto ſell their wines at pꝛices tared as 
is afozeſaide,as they willanſwere thereto at their perils,
